ON SURPRISE. THEY ALSO BELIEVED THAT ALLAH WAS WITH THEM AND WOULD 

NOT ABAjjU^iy^g^LTHEIR ACTIONS AGAINST INFIDELS. HWOEVER, THEY 
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MISCALCULATED. THEIR CALCULATIONS WERE WRECKED RIGHT FROM THE START. 
A PRIVATE KURKIN, MANNING A BATTLE OUTPOST, DISCOVERED THE SECRET

BORDER GUARDS. CHICHULIN SAYS: FROM THE BEGINNING THE INITIATIVE 
BELONGED TO THE SOVIET. BORDER GUARDS. THE ELEMENTS OF SUPERISE, 
DARKNESS, AND TORRENTIAL RAIN — THE ELEMENTS THE DUSHMANS 
COUNTED ON — DID NOT HELP THEM. THE DUSHMANS WERE PUSHED BACK 
ACROSS THE RIVER, AND THE SITUATION RETURNED TO NORMAL.

THREE DUSHMANS, AND OTHER WHO TOOK PART IN THE FIGHTING. ANOTHER 
SOLDIER, GENNADIY SHAVELKIN, PRAISES KURKIN AND YEMILOV WHO 
DIED IN THE LINE OF DUTY. THE SEGMENT ENDS WITH SHOTS OF BORDER 
GUARDS RUSHING 
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
